The first football games of the year for Decaturites unfold 
tonight and tomorrow night. Tonight the Decatur College team 
takes on the Midwestern Bteam of W ichita Falls and tomorrow 
night the Decatur High Eagles tangle with Handley, both <^f 
the games being played on the college field. 
The DBC Indians launch their 
I960 football season at Penn 0. 
Dickson Field tonight against the 
Mid-western University “ B” team 
of Wichita Falls. 
Kickoff time 
is 8 p. rn. 


Besides the game tonight, the 
Indians play two other home con­ 
tests in their eight game sched­ 
ule; 
Ranger on 
Nov. 
IO and 
Odessa on Nov. 16. Both are con­ 
ference games. 


Five games are out-of-town: 
Henderson, on Sept. 28; Allen 
Academy, Oct. 13; Cisco, Oct. 20; 
Hardin-Simmons “B” team ; Oct. 
26; and Weatherford, Nov. 29. 
Coach Red Lewis will have a 
thin nucleus of the team which 
finished second last year in the 
five team western division of the 
Texas Junior College ‘Conference. 
Only l l lettermen return from 
the 1949 team which won three 
conference games and was m con­ 
tention 
for 
the 
western-half 
championship right up until the 
last game. 
Lewis has only two two-year 
lettermen. One of them is Jack 
Nobles} 175-pound All-Conference 
end from Decatur. The other is 
Hugh Hamm, 140-pound quarter 
back from Diamond Hill High 
School, who has been bothered 
by injuries this fall and prob­ 
ably will not start tonight’s game. 
In Hamm’s place Lewis indi­ 
cated he wrould start Roy Kolick, 
170-pound freshman from Wilson, 
Texas, who has been impressive 
in fall training as T-formation 
quarterback. However, Kolick has 
had experience in six man foot­ 
ball only and, although considered 
a good signal caller, has been a 
little slow’ in handling the ball 
from the T. 
The lineup, averaging about 
390 pounds on the line and 164 
pounds in the backfield, will be 
made up of seven lettermen.

Nobles has an injured hip, Griffin 
and Hamm have injured should­ 
ers, Price has suffered ankle in­ 
juries 
and

sustained 
a 
broken rib early in practice. 
Lewis said Clay, 190-pound Al­ 
vord freshman, would be his of­ 
fensive center with Stevens, 180- 
pound freshman from Buckner 
Orphans’ Home playing on the 
defense. 
Neither were centers 
when practice started. Clay play­ 
ed end for Alvord High School 
and Stevens was a back. 
The 
dearth of center talent on the In­

The tackle situation is causing 
Lewis much concern. “If we had 
strength and experience at tackle, 
I think we would have a better 
ball club than we had last year,” 
the coach stated. “But we just 
don’t have it,” he added. 
Three freshmen tackles on last 
year’s team who played standout 
ball all season didn’t report this 
year. 
Neither did four guards 
and the first string center. All 
had another season of eligibility. 
Reserve strength on the team 
is a190 a source of worry but it 
is nothing new to Lewis -who has 
to get by with a thin line of 
tested personnel every year. 
Reserves at guard include Bob 
Askey, 200-pounder from Deca­ 
tu r; Frank Smith, an All-District 
lineman at Grand Saline High 
School; and Tommy Brixey, 170- 
pound freshman from Henrietta.

AUL was not a typical Christian 
any more than George Wash­ 
ington was a typical American. To 
this day, missionaries can hardly 
be called typical Christians. They 
are far too few. and their quality 
is far too high, to stand for the 
•‘average’’ Christian—who in fact 
does not even understand mission­ 
aries, as a rule. Nevertheless, the 
missionary now as in Paul’s time 
is the burning-point of Christianity, 
the front-line patrol, the cutting 
edge . . . 
What made Paul a mis­ 
sionary makes missionaries today. 
One thing was his vital exper­ 
ience of Christ. 
Jesus, for Paul, 
was not somebody he had read 
about in a book, he was not a stat­ 
ue on an altar or a picture in a 
museum, he was not a definition in 
a catechism. Jesus was Some One 
he had met on the Damascus Road. 
Second, Paul loved people, all 
kinds of people. (After his con­ 
version, not before!) He could 
see In the most pitiful little 
moron 
of 
a 
slave-girl, 
the 
meanest 
Jailer, 
a 
sister 
or 
brother for whom Christ died, 
as he put it. 
Nowadays you 
sometimes hear church people 
saying about others outside the 
church. “They’re not our kind. 
They wouldn’t make good Pres­ 
byterians (or Baptists or what­ 
ever the speaker’s church may 
be).” It never occurred to Paul 
that anybody would not make 
a good Christian, lf only Jesus 
Christ got bold of him. 
Furthermore, Paul had a world- 
horizon. There are hole-and-corner 
Christians and there 
are 
world 
Christians. Paul was a world-Chris- 
tian. He “thought big.’’ To this day, 
the wide-horizon, big-thinking Chris­ 
tians are either out there on the 
mission field, somewhere, or they 
are supporting missions with all 
their might.

Moreover, overworked doctors 
have no time for study and re­ 
search. Their education becomes 
static. Practice becomes routine 
and mechanical. Preventive medi­ 
cine is given less and less atten­ 
tion. 
And 
so, 
inevitably, the 
standards of health deteriorate. 
Yes, it can happen here—if we 
don’t keep on the alert and 
stop it. 


WHAT MONEY DOESN’T BUY 
Charles F. Kettering, the inter­ 
nationally famous research chem­ 
ist, recently delivered himself of 
an intriguing and pungent state­ 
ment that is 
worth 
thinking 
about. 
“One of the things we have to 
be thankful for,” said Mr. Ket­ 
tering, “is that we don’t get as

much government as we pay for!” 
Consider a Federal budget of 
more than $40,000,000,000 a year. 
Add on top of that a Texas state 
budget of more than $500,000,000 
a year. And then pile on our 
county and city budgets. 
That’s an almost inconceivable 
amount of money to spend on 
government, or on anything else, 
for that matter. It can buy a 
tremendous amount of anything, 
except, apparently, efficient gov­ 
ernment. 
Suppose that money were spent 
efficiently. We would be a most 
unhappy people here in Texas 
and the rest of the United States. 
We would be governed to the 
death. Or at least most of us, 
who like to have some personal

We maintain with great de­ 
termination that we should not be 
called upon to subsidize ineffi­ 
ciency and waste. We need gov­ 
ernment—less than we now have, 
certainly, but nonetheless we need 
some—and have a right to de­ 
mand we pay the least possible 
for it.

Yes, it can happen here—if we 
don’t 
keep 
on the 
alert 
and 
stop it. 


WHAT MONEY DOESN’T BUY 
Charles F. Kettering, the inter­ 
nationally famous research chem­ 
ist, recently delivered himself of 
an intriguing and pungent state­ 
ment 
that 
is 
worth 
thinking 
about. 
“One of the things we have to 
be thankful for,” said Mr. Ket­ 
tering, “is that we don’t get as 


much government as we pay for!” 
Consider a Federal budget of 
more than $40,000,000,000 a year. 
Add on top of that a Texas state 
budget of more than $500,000,000 
a year. 
And then pile on our 
county and city budgets. 
That’s an almost inconceivable 
amount of money to spend on 
government, or on anything else, 
for th at matter. 
It can buy a 
tremendous amount of anything, 
except, apparently, efficient gov­ 
ernment. 
Suppose that money were spent 
efficiently. We would he a most 
unhappy people here in Texas 
and the rest of the United States. 
We would be governed to the 
death. Or at least most of us, 
who like to have some personal 
choice and freedom in the conduct 
of 
our 
lives, 
would 
certainly 
think so. 
Following the tenor of Mr. Ket­ 
tering’s 
somewhat 
cynical 
re­ 
mark, maybe it is a good thing 
that governments seem to have 
an infallible talent for wasting 
money. 
Yet such a view is decidedly 
repugnant to the Texas charac­ 
ter. We maintain with great de­ 
termination that we should not be 
called upon to subsidize ineffi­ 
ciency and waste. We need gov­ 
ernment—less than we now have, 
certainly, but nonetheless we need 
some—and have a right to de­ 
mand we pay the least possible 
for it. 
We think about this situation 


every tim e we see the tax deduc- 
J tions listed on our pay check. 
We don’t take a cynical view 
about the cost of government 
then.

An insect popularly known as 
a “thousand-legs” tumbled over 
into a ditch one day, so the story 
goes. The poor insect lay there 
until he starved to death because 
he couldn’t decide which leg to 
move first in an effort to get 
back on his feet. 
Now it’s true that the Federal 
Government has a thousand de­ 
partm ents, bureaus, a g e n c ie s, 
commissions, and the like—just 
a few more than an even thou­ 
sand, to be exact. And it may 
not be fair to contrast our gov­ 
ernment with a “thousand-legs.” 
But even so, our thousand-leg­ 
ged government does sort of re­ 
mind us of the poor insect with 
regard to making and carrying 
out intelligent and rapid deci­ 
sions. Here are a few examples 
of what we mean: 
It took the United States Army 


288 separate steps to buy an or­ 
der 
of 
onions. 
Investigators 
found that the order was handled 
by messengers 110 times! 


The government maintains 18,- 
500,000 cubic feet of storage 
space—the equivalent of six Pen­ 
tagon Buildings—to store ‘dead” 
records. Filing experts estimate 
that 35 per cent of the records 
are utterly valueless. 
The government has 65 bureaus 
handling statistical work, 30 deal­ 
ing with loans, 15 handling hous­ 
ing, and 75 which have a finger 
in transportation. 
This is not' a good situation for 
the nation to be in when it’s 
faced by war. Somebody has got 
to make the “thousand-legs” get 
its feet on the ground and start 
moving in the right direction.
